Dr. POPPE has proposed the follcmlnf]; project for himself d\aring 
the sxanmer months to be financed by this agency, He should appreciate 
comments from your Office concerning the value of such a study. 

2e The project consists of a study of the obscure Moxtgol tribes 
and b-yier peoples living in Eastern Siberia and Mongolia, such study to 
include description of habits, customs, and social structure so that, 
quoting Dr. Poppe, "a stranger suddenly among them oould get along Tiith- 
out difficulty excepting for langiiage”. 

3. For your information, "we have been informed that a Mr. Kirkpatrick 
of i^e Departanent of State recently requested the University of Washington's 
Far Eastern Institute to publish such a study under State Department auspioes. 
The Institute rejected the proposal because, reportedly, the professors 
involved did not like the idea of having iheir names appear on material pre- 
pared by the Department of State.^
